boats; blowing her whistle to tell them 
she is near by, or sending off help in her 
life-boat, or steaming after a smack in dis- 
t ress.

Sbo is the pride and the joy of Andrew's 


heart; she has consecrated that passion 
fur hoarding money which was the weak 
side of his character; she has given to" his 
dead lovt- n blessed memory iu the hearts 
of thousands, and "a name fnr better than 
thnt of sous uud of daughters."

CHOKED TO DEATH, 


'A Cowardly and Brutal Murder of an 


t Man by a Segro >car Ktw njchmouu— 


Murderer Lynched. 


„ NEW RicmioM), O., Atig. 22.—Frank- 
lin Fridman, the wealthiest man in 
'Cleiinont county, was murdered ..Wed- 
nesday afternoon by a'Negro named 
Anderson. No motive is known for the 
crime. Mr.' Fridman lived at Clermont- 
ville, two mile's -'from New "Richmond, 
Jtnd; was 
on 
his 
way 
to New 


Richmond 
when 
the 
assault oc- 


"curred. 
He 
was 
driving alone 


in 
his 
:buggy 
and 
WES .on thei 


outskirts of New Richmond when An- 
derson sprang- out from a place of con- 
cealment on the rcidside. and, spring- 
ing into the bug-RTV seized Mr. Frid- 
man by the throat; and literally choked 
him to death. Mr. Fridman, being1 an 
old man, could not resist the attack, 
and wus soon unconscious. The Negro 
held on to his victim's throat until life 
was extinct. 
'•'• The murderer .then fled but was soon 
captured' and locked up in the New 
Richmond jail. Fridman was carried 
to the nearest house and- medical aid 
summoned, but it was, soon found he 
-was dead. Undertaker T. T. White was 
called and.took-charge-of the remains. 
'Anderson is a big, burly Negro, who1 
came to New Richmond on a shantj' 
jboat several months ag-o. He claimed 
to be a paper hanger by occupation, but 
had not.been doing much work of any 
kind of late! People who came in con- 
tact with him frequently expressed the 
belief that he was crazy. It is not 
known what the assault was commit- 
ted :for, unless for robbery. 


The news that Franklin Fridman 


had been murdered- spread like wild- 
fire through tho village, and half an 
hour after the Negro had been landed 
in jail the streets were filled with a 
mob of citizens howling for the blood 
of the murderer. The mob continued 
to increase in numbers rapidly, and in 
a short time it became evident that the 
chances of the Negro to ever leave the 
jail alive were very small. Everything 
was orderly, but from the stern expres- 
sions of the men it was apparent that 
nothing but the life of Anderson would 
satisfy them, 
: No speeches urging the crowd to let 
'the-law take its course were made, not 
even by the officers of the law, who 
Btood back and looked on. Finally 
.come one arrived •with,a_rope, and then 
the: mob went wild with excitement, 
but they lacked a leader, and this fact 
alone postponed the lynching' "Bring 
a sledgehammer and a cold chisel and 
break in the door," cried some one in 
the crowd. In a moment a boy had ar- 
rived with the tools, but they'were left 
on the ground untouched. The mob 
had arranged a better and easier plan 
to get their man. 


Some one persuaded Marshal Hender- 


Bon to take the prisoner to the county 
jail at Batavia, telling. him that it 
would not be safe to leave him in the 
city jail. 


As he walked from the door of the 


building between the marshal and the 
deputy a noose fell over his head, was 
drown tight, and with a howl the mob 
started up the street with him. 


Twenty feet from the door the 


rope caught on a small tree and 
the 
Negro 
was thrown 
to 
the 


ground, his head striking a stone 
and cutting a gash in the forehead 
over the right eye. 
The-Negro was 


not allowed to regain his feet, but, 
lying on his face, was drugged through 
the-street to the corner of Washington 
and Western avenue, where he was 
hanged to a. Sycamore tree.

FARMERS HAVE A NEW REST. 


The Western Corn Boot Worm Now Begin- 


at Ravages in This County- Its 
Discovery ami Remedy. 


A new and dangerous pest threatens 


the farmers of this vicinity. 
Prof. 


Francis M, Webster, entomologist of 
the Ohio experiment station, has dis- 
covered the western corn root worm 
working in this county. Prof, Webster 
received his first intimation of the pres- 
ence of this destructive worm in the 
county through W. R. Kinney, who no- 
ticed them in the sweet corn, where 
they were eating the silk and destroy- 
ing the .crop. 
Prof. Webster came 


down a few days ago in order to make 
a thorough examination and satisfy 
himself as to the nature of the worm 
doing the mischief. He was soon con- 
vinced that it was the western corn 
root worm doing the mischief. 


This is a new 'pest entirely for the 


farmers of this county to do, battle 
with. It was first noticed in this state 
'in 1893, in Hamilton county. Since 
that time the beetle has made its ap- 
pearance in several of the western 
counties of the state. 
Prolf. Web- 


ster pronounces it one of the worst 
pests of the corn field when once a 
start is made. The fully developed in- 
sect is a green or greenish yellow 
beetle about a quarter of an inch long 
and resembling in form the striped 
squash beetle, to which it is nearly re- 
lated. This is the stage in its develop- 
ment in which it is most likely to be 
noticed, though is is comparatively 
harmless. They are to be found in the 
corn fields the latter part of July, 
either on the tips of the ears, on the 
tassels or among the mass of pollen at 
the bases of the upper leaves. 


The eggs are deposited in the roots 


of the stalk. They lie in the earth 
until the following spring, unaffected 
by climatic conditions, 
when they 


hatch out active grubs, which begin at 
once to feed on the small roots of the 
corn in case that crop succeeds itself. 
When full grown the worms are nearly 
white in color, less than half an inch 
long and about the size of a. wheat

•The insect has been making great 


ravages on the corn crop in Illinois and 
other states in the west. In some 
places the crop has been almost totally 
destroyed. Prof, Webster urges upon 
ihe farmers of this county the necessity 
of an early attack on the new enemy. 
It is just now making its appearance 
here and by vigorous treatment its 
further progress can be. checked con- 
siderably. ' Tbere seems to be equally 
little aid in prospect through the influ- 
ence of natural enemies, as the beetle 
is carniverous in its habits to a large 
extent. 
Rotating the crop with small 


grain has proved so effective that no 
trouble is now experienced by those 
who faithfully practice the measure. 
During the entire history of the ravages 
of the insect in the corn fields of the 
United States, there has not bean a 
single instance recorded where the 
larvae have injured corn planted on 
lands which had the previous season 
grown and matured a crop of wheat, 
rye or barley, no matter how seriously 
the field had been previously affected. 
This is largely true of grass lands also.
